2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Teterina TP (WO 9700653 in IDS filed on 5/13/05). 

Teterina discloses improvement device of visual functions has commutator to 
control expose of each eye to light flickered at a controlled frequency and uses regulator 
to set brightness of light comprises prescribing a frequency and exposure time of a 
strobing or flickering light or pattern to reduce the rate of myopia development for the 
subject; and treating the subject with a strobing or flickering light or pattern at the 
prescribed frequency and exposure time. 
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3. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Yu Peng (CN 1260162 in IDS filed on 5/13/05). 

Yu Peng discloses optic Biological Frequency Spectrograph comprises 
prescribing a frequency and exposure time of a strobing or flickering light or pattern to 
reduce the rate of myopia development for the subject; and treating the subject with a 
strobing or flickering light or pattern at the prescribed frequency and exposure time. 



4. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Titov PA (RU 2029488 in IDS filed on 5/13/05). 

Titov discloses vision stimulation apparatus comprises prescribing a frequency 
and exposure time of a strobing or flickering light or pattern to reduce the rate of myopia 
development for the subject; and treating the subject with a strobing or flickering light or 
pattern at the prescribed frequency and exposure time.
